The woman was Mrs. Iris Smal­ 
ley, wife of Dr. Robert Smalley, 
who asked for the emergency ship­ 
ment of serum when his wife be­ 
came ill after eating home-canned 
salmon, given them last summer 
by friends. 
Patrolman Clem Collins of tha 
Marin squad picked up the serum 
at San Francisco County Hospital 
at 10:06 p.m., according to the 
CHP. Racing the 40 miles through 
San Francisco and Marin County, 
he delivered it at 10:50 p.m. to an­ 
other patrol' car waiting at the 
Marin-Sonoma county line. 
The other car sped the remaining 
100 miles to Willits. in less than 
two hours, arriving shortly before 
1 a.m. 
Dr. Smalley, who said his wife 
had taken only “one bite” analyzed 
the salmon in his home laboratory 
and determined it was full of 
deadly botulinus germs, according 
to a United Press report.

LONDON — The foreign min­ 
isters meeting here last weekend 
has been the first fullblown con­ 
ference In the West for a great 
many months. It has been car­ 
ried on the highest level at which 
specific questions can be dis­ 
cussed and decided. 
Churchill and Eden were pres­ 
ent ; there is no one in Prance 
who can for the time being speak 
with more authority than Bi­ 
dault; there is no question th at 
Dulles can speak for President 
Eisenhower, pho, as a m atter of 
fact, would not himself be in­ 
timately concerned 
with

complicated facts. 


THERE HAVE been many im­ 
portant changes in the position 
of the powers. In the non-Com- 
munist world one of the most im­ 
portant was evident at the con­ 
ference.

We have outlived the wartime 
era with the immense authority

ington. 


ANOTHER DROUGHT THAT COULD BE SERIOUS 


WE ARE NOW’ in an era when

THIS IS WHAT we have to 
bear in mind when we think 
about the cracks m the solidarity 
of the Grand Alliance.

Taxpayers 
May Lose 
Their Gains 
By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (U.Rï—Any wav 
you slice it, the United States 
Treasury and millions of tax­ 
payers stand to lose next year 
% when things begin happening t o 
* our tax laws. 
Here’s the program so far as it 
Is known now: 
1—The excess profits tax on 
corporations and 10 per cent of 
the individual income tax levy 
come off at midnight Dec. 31. 


2—REGULAR CORPORATION 
income taxes will be cut from 
52 to 47 per cent as of April 1 
unless Congress votes otherwise. 
Certain emergency excise taxes 
also will be reduced hi varying 
sums on liquors, beer, cigarets, 
gasoline and automobiles. 
3—As of Jan. 1, the Social Se­ 
curity tax paid by employees will 
increase from IS to 2 per cent. 
This tax is paid on wages and 
salaries up to $3.600 a year. The 
levy on employers also would go 
to 2 per cent. 
The Eisenhower administration 
has agreed to expiration of the 
excess profits tax and the 10 
per cent individual income tax 
reduction. It wants to postpone 
the five per cent regular corpora­ 
tion income tax cut and is on 
record against the reduction in 
emergency excise taxes. 


UN Best Safety Valve 
Man Has Yet Devised 


THE CONFERENCE reflected 
at least two other great devel­ 
opments in the general situation. 
One is that we have all out- 
growm the notion that a con­ 
ference 
with

powers is a privilege that they 
are seeking, and that we may or 
may not be willing

That conclusion is that for 
them the only defense against 
atomic warfare is to prevent it 
altogether. Unless I am greatly 
mistaken this is the major prem­ 
ise of high policy.

Rumblings 
On Knight 
Cabinet

Knight has as yet hardly had 
time to get his 
feet 
on 
the 
ground, there 
are 
indications 
th at the honeymoon always ac­ 
companying the inauguration ol 
a new governor is drawing to a 
close, 
despite 
the 
fact 
th at 
Knight said he hoped it would 
last until after next year’s «les» 
tions. 
Knight has moved slowly in 
the selections of his cabinet, in 
fact, he’s selected*only one really 
new state 
official, 
John 
1C 
Peirce, his director of finance. 


AND ALREADY, there are ed­ 
itorials appearing suggesting th at 
Peirce make his position plain 
on a few matters pertaining to 
the operation of state govern­ 
ment. 
One such editorial appeared in 
the San 
Rafael 
Independent- 
Journal, calling attention to the 
fact that 
Peiroe 
so 
far, 
has 
skipped policy questions and con­ 
tented himself with generalities. 
The editorial asks whether his 
close association with the West­ 
ern Oil 
and 
Gas 
Association 
might lead him to slow down or 
actually oppose the state’s high­ 
way program, and 
also, 
what 
Peirce's attitude toward public* 
lands will be. 


AS DIRECTOR of finance, he 
will be chairman of the state 
land’s commission, which

The new director of finance, 
however, will not take office un­ 
til November 1. But the paper 
suggests that maybe he’d better 
answer th§ questions before he 
takes office, to give the people 
opportunityto know his attitudes.

Gordon is the same individual 
who" was questioned by a legis­ 
lative committee concerning his 
expense accounts a couple of 
years ago. The committee had 
evidence that tGordon was re- . 
siding in 
San 
Francisco, 
al­ 
though he headquartered in Sac­ 
ramento, thereby enabling him­ 
self to draw state expenses whilt 
domiciling at his San Francisc« 
residence. 


FORMER GOVERNOR War­ 
ren, when he appointed Frank 
B. Durkee, a state civil service 
employee as director of public 
works, announced that the ap­ 
pointment was On a temporary 
basis. Later, however. 
Warren 
ducked questions on the prob­ 
able replacement of Durkee, and 
now Governor Knight has an­ 
nounced that he is keeping him 
on the job. 
It is, of course, solely Knight’s 
business whom he selects for his 
directors, whether they’re in or 
out of office when selected. 


UNDER SUCH conditions the 
budget would remain far out of 
balance unless the administra­ 
tion came up with large sums of 
new tax revenue or made further 
large cuts in spending. 


The administration has said it 
wants new revenue to offset at 
least part of the reductions. That 
is where the individual taxpayer 
stands to lose some or all of 
what he may gain by the sched­ 
uled 10 per cent income tax cut. 


The new levies most often 
mentioned just now are m anu­ 
facturers’ excise taxes. They are 
taxes paid by the manufacturer 
and usually passed on to the 
consumer as part of the purchase 
price.

H. (Artie) Samish, the mystery 
man of California politics whose 
name became synonymous with 
the word “lobbyist,” is to go on 
trial here Monday on charges of 
cheating the government out of 
$71,878 in income taxes. 
Federal court attaches said there 
was only the remotest chance the 
trial would be postponed, as jurors 
already have been summoned. 
For Samish, the trial could marx 
an end to more than two decades 
of potent influence on the state’s 
political scene. If convicted, he 
could go to prison for 40 years, 
and be fined $80,000. 
‘I’M THE GOVERNOR’ 
Samish, who once boasted, “I 
am the Governor of the Legisla­ 
ture,” has given ample evidence 
he considers the trial one of the 
major battles of his life. His bat- 
tlry of attorneys is headed by one 
of the state’s most noted — and 
high - priced — defense lawyers, 
Harold Faulkner. 
The government, too, is attach­ 
ing much more than ordinary im­ 
portance to the case. The Sam ­ 
ish indictment was guided through 
the grand jury by Assistant U.S. 
Attorney General Warren Olney 
III, who flew out from Washing­ 
ton, D C., to direct the jury’s prob­ 
ing. And the case will be prose­ 
cuted 
by U.S. 
Attorney 
Lloyd 
Burke, marking one of the rare 
occasions when the government's 
top legal officer for Northern Cali­ 
fornia. takes over actual court­ 
room quarterbacking. 
Adding still further to the trial 
interest is the prospect of some 
hot legal fireworks—plus a possible 
peek into the famed “beer funds” 


administered 
single - handed 
by 
Samish for the state’s major brew­ 
eries. 
Attorney Faulkner touched off a 
flurry of preliminary fireworks 
last Friday when he appeared in 
federal court and asked th at the 
names of prospective government 
witnesses be taken off the secret 
list. Assistant U.S. Attorney Rob­ 
ert H. Schnacke promptly coun 
tered with a charge that some of 
the witnesses subpoenaed by the. 
government had been “threatened 
and intimidated.” He said the 
names had been kept secret “for 
the protection and safety of our 
witnesses.” 
Faulkner retorted hotly, saying 
he doubted any witnesses had been 
threatened and that the govern­ 
ment was guilty of an “outrageous 
representation” in persuading the 
judge to make the witness names 
secret. Faulkner added th at all 
through the Samish investigation, 
“everything unusual and in viola­ 
tion of basic principles has been 
indulged in.” He didn’t elaborate 
on that—but may when the trial 
begins.

THREE-YEAR BATTLE 
For Samish, the trial culminates 
some three years of shadow box­ 
ing and battling with public agen­ 
cies, Although a loquacious per­ 
sonality and a familiar figure on 
the Sacramento scene, Samish was 
virtually unknown to California’s 
voting public until 1949. That year, 
a national magazine 
(Collier’s) 
came out with a series that dubbed 
him “The Secret Boss of Califor­ 
nia.” , 
The next Legislature responded 
to a loud public outcry and denied 
Samish lobbying credentials. In 
the meantime, former Governor 
Earl W arren’s Commission on Or­ 
ganized Crime—which incidentally 
was headed by Olney — put the 
heavy-set lobbyist under scrutiny. 
But nothing came of it. 
On top of all this, Senator Estes 
Kefauver <D., Tenn.) brought his 
Senate Crime Committee to San 
Francisco in 1951 and made Sam­ 
ish its star witness. Among other 
things, that hearing brought out 
the 
existence 
of the 
so-called 
"million-dollar beer fund,” a fund 
which reached that amount in the 
aggregate, over the years. 


BEER FUND 
Samish said the breweries con­ 
tributed $150,000 a year to the 
fund for public relations purposes. 
But he added that he could not 
produce the fund’s records, ex­ 
plaining he had thrown them “in 
the wastebasket.” 
When the Kefauver hearings 
had ended, six Internal Revenue 
agents began digging into the 
Samish finances. The trial is ex- 
I pected to disclose what they found 
1 out. 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNER—Dr.

Mike is the new football coach at Marin Catholic High 
School and his present problems are'mounting to discouraging 
proportions, i.e. How to win a football game in a tough sched­ 
ule when you only have 16 able-bodied players on your entire 
squad? 
Marin has played five teams of greater experience, size 
and depth so far this season 
and lost to all five, namely 
Tamalpais, Drake, San Rafael, 
St. ^ a ry ’s of Berkeley and Be­ 
nicia. Tonight the Durketmen 
face tough Riordan at San 
Francisco’s Kezar Stadium and 
their final three games rre 
against Balboa, Serra and St. 
Elizabeth's—not one game in 
the nine-game schedule can be 
considered a breather and it 
wouldn’t be surprising to sec 
Marin Catholic go winless. 


Actually,

schools like the San Rafael Mil

He feels that more athletic 
opportunities will present a more attractive lure for boys to 
enroll at Marin and subsequently the material for good teams 
will be available. 
From talking to Durket on a number of occasions in the 
past two months we feel he has the ability, the ambition and a 
lot of good ideas to help Marin Catholic a great deal. Tonight 
it’s expected he and the Wildcats will be decked for the sixth 
straight time, but, it wouldn’t surprise us that in three years 
from now the situation will be reversed.

SAN FRANCISCO — Fish rescue 
crews w ill'be standing by when 
water Into the East Branch of the 
Russian stiver is “turned off” for 
a 10-day period starting October 
25. Regional M anager Robert L. 
Jones of the State D epartm ent of 
Fish and Game announced today. 
The 
water shut-off 
must be 
m ade to allow repair of damaged 
debris screens by PG&E at its Van 
Arsdale Dam in Mendocino County. 
It is being done at a time least 
harm ful to fish life. 
Meanwhile, 
a portion of the Eel River will be 
turned into its old bed, instead of 
fTowing through its tunnel to the 
company’s Potter Valley power­ 
house near where it joins the 
Russian River’s East Branch. This 
will 
reduce 
the 
water 
in 
the 
Russian River to its natural flow 
“The shut-off will give us an 
opportunity to examine fish life in 
the Russian’s upper reaches. 
If 
rough fish are crowding the game 
species, chemical eradication may 
be undertaken while we’ve got 
them where we w ant them ,” Jones 
said. 


“While we don’t anticipate any 
m ajor loss of fish life, rescue crews 
will be on hand, just in case.” 
The stream flow, ordinarily a 
minimum of 300 cubic feet per 
second, will be zero during the 
shut-off except for water from 
tributaries. Only the deeper pools 
will rem ain in the East Branch 
over the ten-dav period, PG&E 
engineers told Jones. Little effect 
is anticipated in the lower Russian 
River below Healdsburg.

Forum Speakers Differ 


On Policy Toward Russ 


Tw o 
divergent 
answrers 
were 
given to the question: 
“H ow 
should we answer Russia’s talk 
of peace?" at Wednesday night’s 
Mill Valley Forum in the Out­ 
door Art Club. 
Speakers were Lt. Col. Cecil G 
Tilton, former member of Gener­ 
al Douglas MacArthur’s staff in 
Tokyo, and Dr. Robert A. Sca- 
lapino, assistant professor of pol­ 
itical science at the university 
of California. 
“We should ahswer R u s s i a ’s 
talk of peace with a positive state­ 
ment: “Live and let live’," said 
Tilton. He added that “we have 
a positive answer and assurances 
from the Russians” before agree­ 
ing to sit down to a conference 
with them. 
He was pessimistic 
however regarding the value of 
conferring with Russia. 
RUSSIAN ATTITUDE 
“They never yet,” Tilton said, 
“have come to a conference where 
they have not tried to disregard 
the agreed-upon 
agenda.” His 
comment was made on the basis 
of experience with Russian mem­ 
bers of the Allied Council for 
Japan. 
He rcalled that when 
they conferred with the Russians,

The first phase, he said, was 
the age of trust when Americans 
believed that hopes lor a world 
of cooperation would be realized 
through a policy of mutual trust. 
But the vacuum of power and the 
extraordinary economic and soc­ 
ial chaos resulting from tfce war 
resulted in the striving between 
Russia and America for influence 
over the stricken nations. 
This 
led America to fear. 
ONLY TWO SIDES

833.000 gallons, or almost five per 
cent, from a year ago. The board 
noted beer drinking usually hits I 
its peak in July or August, but the !

Imost Billion Dollars 


BOSTON (>P — The nation’s 
fire losses during 1952 crept to­ 
ward the billion-dollar mark and 
increased for the fourth succes­ 
sive year, the National Fire Pro­ 
tection Assn. estimated today. 


And the outlook for 1953 
even w o r s e . 
Preliminary esti­ 
mates by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters for the first 
eight months of this year indicate 
an increase of about 17.9 per cent 
over the same period of 1952. 


TWO MILLION FIRES .. 
The NFPA in its quarterly re ­ 
port estimates there were 2,014,600 
fires of all types in the United 
States in 1952. and that thev 
caused a loss of $942,650,000. 
It 
says further: 


“It is interesting to note that 
the number of building fires for 
1952 has increased 12.5 per cent 
over 1951 figures, while the loss 
for 1952 is 13 per cent more than 
the previous year.” 
Here are some notable changes 
estimated for 1952 compared with 
1951: 
An 18 per cent increase in the 
number of dwelling fires, a 20 per 
: cent boost in the number of school 
! and college blazes, a 15 per cent 
| jump in forest fires, and a 20 per 
cent upswing in building fires 


caused by smoking and matches 
and by lightning. 


BUILDING DAMAGE 
The NFPA estimates building 
fires in 1952 totaled 703,1000 and 
caused 7934 million dollars dam­ 
age. An additional 1.311,600 fires 
accounted for an estimated $149,- 
150.000 loss. 
These include air­ 
craft, motor vehicles, forest, ships, 
rubbish and grass fires. 
Children and matches caused 
22,500 fires and $8,200,000 damage. 
Smoking and matches caused 116,- 
000 fires with a loss of 61 million 
dollars. 
Lightning 
touched 
off 
39,000 
fires with the loss of $33,200,000, 
while $2,870,000 damage resulted 
attempts to thr.w out frozen pipes. 
There werp «bout 6,300 incendi­ 
ary or suspicious fires causing 
damage of 18 million dollars. Mis­ 
use of flammable liquids, including 
vapor, tar, and grease, started 
33.000 fires that caused a loss of 
45 million dollars.

Salad and des­ 
sert will be served by the Women's 
Association of the host church. A 
business meeting, including elec­ 
tion of officers, will follow the 
luncheon, stated Mrs. Aaron Gar­ 
re t Miller, president of the Ma­ 
rin Council. 
“Buildinlg Lasting Peace,” is the 
theme of this nationvnda obser­ 
vance sponsored by United Church 
Women. 
“Our minds must first be able to 
comprehend suffering.” says Mrs. 
James D. Wyker, national presi­ 
dent of this group that represents 
n ore than ten million Protestant 
vomen in the United States. “We 
must, for example, understand 


the mother who wrote this letter 
from a camp in Germany, saying: 
‘We are refugees from Silesia and 
came to Bavaria after a hard time 
under the Russian regime in the 
East Zone. This winter we were ex­ 
pecting our first baby,—in a sense 
I must say, full of sorrow and fear, 
for we did not know how to care 
for him. And then twins were 
bom! Just when r*y husband and 
I were completely down we re­ 
ceived your package. It will help 
us out so much.’ ” 
Gifts will be sent “from our 
homes to theirs” in India and the 
Near East, in Germany, Greece, 
Trieste, in Pakistan, Hong Kong, 
and Korea. And as they prepare 
these “Helps,” United Church Wo­ 
men are studying conditions and 
legislation and the work of the 
agencies of the United Nations. 
In many homes and churches, 
cartons are now filling up with 
bright and gay washcloths and 
towels: with pillowcases and sheets 
—double, single and crib size; with 
blankets 
and 
quilts—soft 
and 
warm, but lightweight; tablecloths 
to cover worn tables. By extending 
their hands across the sea and 
sharing 
something 
serviceable, 
church women are so expressing 
their concern. These gifts really 
say, •‘From our house to your 
house, with love.” 
• 
On November 0, women every­ 
where will bring their “Help for 
Homes” to services where they will 
be dedicated as gifts for world 
peace. They will also make their 
offering to maintain their official 
observer at the United Nations, 
and sustain the Christian Wo­ 
men's Action Program for Peace. 
World Community Day calls first 


for prayer, then quickly follows 
with “living democracy 
in 
our 
home towns every day,” under­ 
standing and supporting the Uni­ 
ted 
N a t i o n s — “next 
to 
the 
churches, today’s best instrument 
for peace”—, and “disciplining our­ 
selves to share our abundance.” 


World Community Day has been 
part of the church women’s ac­ 
tivities for ten years. Under themes 
that 
signified 
both faith that 
peace could be achieved and will­ 
ingness to work for it, the church 
women have observed World Com­ 
munity Day with worship combin­ 
ed always with giving. They sent 
overseas in a few years more than 
a millipn bundles of shoes, cloth­ 
ing, towels, soap, school supplies 
for children and teen-agers; and 
they mcontributed more than a 
quarter of a million dollars to sup­ 
port their work for a peaceful 
world. 


By 1948 the material project had 
grown to such an extent that the 
church women’s bundles of yard 
goods, diapers, clothing, and sew­ 
ing equipment totaled 350 tons, so 
the cost of shipping .the packets 
absorbed most of their World Com­ 
munity Day offering. Since then, 
the women have also contributed 
eight cents a pound for shipping 
their bundles. Their offerings have 
also provided assurances for dis­ 
placed persons they later welcomed 
into their communities; they have 
supplied 
scholarship funds 
for 
young Christians from abroad to 
study in the United States and re 
turn to church and community 
leadership in their own country; 
they 
have 
sent 
vitamins 
and 
medicines for children overseas.

Performance Of 'Male 
' 
To Aid Gifted Woman Student 


When the Stanford Players pre­ 
sent “The Male Animal” in the 
San Rafael High School Audi­ 
torium on the nights of November 
6 and 7, it will mean another step 
in aiding a gifted womati to con­ 
tinue her post graduate studies in 
some highly specialized fiHd. For 
the proceeds from the play will 
become a part of the American 
Association of University Women’s 
fellowship fund. 


Begun in the year 1890, the fel­ 
lowship program has grown, ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Earle H. McBain, 
Fellowship chairman of the Marin 
branch, from a single $500 stipend 
contributed by a handful of wom­ 
en to an ambitious nation-wide 
project which includes a million 
dollar endowment fund. 


Women selected as recipients of 
the funds are post graduate or 
post doctoral students. Awards are 
not 
limited 
to 
any 
particular 
studies or institutions; they are 
given to those applicants who 
show the most promise of^ dis­ 
tinguished achievement. How well 
the recipients have been selected 
is demonstrated by the positions 
achieved by former fellows as col­ 
lege administrators, heads of col­ 


lege departments and professors. 
Fellows have c o n t r i b u t e d to 
knowledge in almost every field 
from astronomy to social welfare 
Their creative work has included 
sculpture, poetry and other writ­ 
ing. 
So successful has this program 
been that shortly before V.E. Day, 
the Fellowship committee decided 
to expand it and include women 
from war torn lands. The commit­ 
tee foresaw that university women 
abroad would have few textbooks 
and outworn equipment and be 
isolated from the professional or 
' scholarly world they had once 
j known. The international grant 
i plan now makes it possible for 
| more than 50 women each year to 
study in the United States. 
The holders of these grants are 
for the most part women who are 
! completing their p r o f e s s i o n a l 
training or are already launched 
in their professional careers. They 
return to responsible posts where 
the 
experience 
gained 
here 
is 
shared with students, co-workers 
, and often with the general public. 
Among the women who have 
studied under this plan are a 
Danish lawyer who is now in the 
j Danish Cabinet, a Belgian doctor 


who studied anesthesia in order 
to introduce it into her own coun­ 
try and the daughter of a Moro 
Chieftain who studied sanitation, 
nutrition and homemaking. 


Now studying at Stanford Uni­ 
versity is Miss Sombhis Bhankva- 
vat from Thailand, whose expenses 
are partially defrayed by the funds 
which the Marin Branch donated 
last year. Miss Bhanavavat, a 
graduate 
of the University of 
Thammasat and a member of the 
research department of the Bank 
of Thailand, is studying banking 
and monetary management in the 
economics department. 
The money raised this year will* 
go to further the education of an­ 
other woman of high intellectual 
attainment *as yet unknown. For 
this purpose “The Male Animal” 
is being presented.
